Far-Reaching Principle Is Established 
in Case of Louisiana Com m ission 
A g a in st Roads Operating 
in 


T h at Sta ts and Texas. 


Washin gton , March 25.—T he in ter­ 
state commerce commission , 
in 
an 
opin ion mad e public here, established 
the prin ciple that a railroad must so 
ad just its rate» th at justice will be 
d on e between commun ities, regard less 
of state lin es. 
If a railroad makes a low rate upon 
traffic wholly within 
a state, 
ev en 
when forced to d o so by a state com­ 
mission , It m ust accord the same rate 
to in terstate traffic mov in g un d er sub­ 
stan tially sim ilar con d ition s. 
The prin ciple was laid d swn by a 
v ote of 4 to 3. The min ority held th a t 
the powers of con gress were usurped 
by the majority opin ion , an d that the 
remed y for such a situation should b® 
applied through ad d ition al legislation . 
The case was that of the railroad com­ 
mission of Louisian a again st the St. 
Louis an d Southwestern railway an d 
other carriers operatin g between Lou­ 
isian a an d Texas. 
Conflict W ith 9tate Power». 
The case practically preclpiated a 
con flict between fed eral an d state au­ 
thority ov er the con tsol of in terstate 
traffic. 
T he opin ion of the majority 
of the com merce commission , 
pre­ 
pared an d han d ed d own by Commis­ 
sion er Lan e, is a d efin ite assertion of 
the suprem acy of n ation al regulatory 
authority ov er the powers exercised 
by an y state.
